Jury thinks up to 90

“Madison County grand jurors said 
‘Thursday they believe 70 percent to 90 
percent. of, high. school students in 
Madison County tiave used wonsgaion,

Th its final report, the jury that has 
been studying drug abuse by young 
péople indicated it feels illicit drug 
consumption, especially marijuana 
(catinabis) jand..alcohol, has reached 
epidemic: proportions. 

Tt is worried that 35 ‘to 45 percent of 
present high ‘school students may be 
suffering from ‘‘a serious cannabis 

bier.” 

TThe jury. issued a separate “open 
letter” td students, telling them it 
favors a continuing spotlight on drug 
trafficking and use, with surprise drug 
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searches contunuing. It urged that 
teenagers cooperate because drug 
abuse can harm their physical well- 
being and their emotional and social 
development. 

Police dogs have been used to sniff 
for marijuana in school lockers. A few 
lockers have been singled out’ by the 
dogs at each high school Visited, but 
none contained drugs at the time they 
were opened by authorities. 

Two drug indictments during the 
grand jury’s investigation, naming a 
Granite Cityan and an Alton man, are 
said to be somewhat related to the 
investigation centering on schools. 

‘Testimony was taken from students, 
school officials and others, prompting 
jurors to conclude that student 
marijuana users “apparently have 
little fear of the consequences of such 
actions.”

The Granite City Wastewater 
‘Treatment Plant's $2.5 million budget 
may be the focus of the City Council's 
open budget caucus at the City Hall 
tonight, when aldermen will have their 
first chance to collectively fine-tune the 
city’s projected total budget of $11.2 
million. 

Prior to tonight’s 7 o'clock session, 
City Comptroller Joseph Miklovic and 
the council’s finance committee have 
been conducting individual meetings 
with all department heads and alder- 
manic committees. The budget will 
guide municipal spending in the May 
1982-April 1983 year. 

Tomorrow, a public hearing on the 
budget will be conducted al 7 p.m. at 
the Granite City Township Hall, 
followed at 8 p.m. by a council meeting. 

With only $10.9 million in revenues 
projected to finance $11.2 million in 
expenditures, the complete budget 
remains out of balance despite con- 
certed efforts to maximum income and 
limit or delay costs. 

‘The detailed budget released to 
aldermen late last week calls for 
issuance of a total of $440,000 in tax 
anticipation warrants and projects a 
deficit of $349,000 for the fiscal year 

Miklovic says the budget corresponds 
closely with last year’s expenditures 
and leaves little room for change 
tonight or Tuesday

Senate endorses higher ° 


interest energy bonds i 


Legislation which will 
allow the interest ceiling on 
bonds sold to finance the 
Coal and Energy Develop- 
ment Bond Program to be 
raised has been over- 
whelmingly passed out of the 
Senate, according to Senator 
Sam Vadalabene (D- 
Edwardsville), chief sponsor 
of the bill. 

Currently, the bonds are 
specifically limited to a 7 
percent interest rate. “The 7 
percent maximum interest 
rate may have been 
reasonable in 1974 when the 
program was established,” 
Vadalabene indicated, “But 
this year, it renders the 
bonds unmarketable. SB 1471 
will allow these bonds to be 
sold at prevailing interest 
rates — a step which must be 
taken to insure that the state 
can make its final com- 
mitment to present and 
future coal development 
projects.”” 

In 1979, the state agreed to

Although professional 
foster parents will serve 
children of both sexes, the 
department plans to place 
only children of the same sex 
in each home. 

In addition to dealing with 
children with behavior 
problems, professional 
foster parents will be ex- 
pected to have one parent 
available to attend depart- 
ment meetings during the 
8:30 to 5 workday, to reject 
no more than one of the five 
teens placed in their home 
each year, and to attend 30 
hours of department- 
sponsored training annually. 

“Consistency and com- 
mitment are the necessary 
components for the success 
of the professional foster 
parent program,” Jenkins 
says. 

“professional foster 
parents must be able to set 
and maintain reasonable 
rules and be willing to work 
with a teenager who will give 
little in return. 


“All professional foster 
parents will be licensed by 
the department. There is no 
fee for a license and the 
requirements include sub- 
mitting references, un- 
dergoing a criminal 
background clieck, meeting 
with department social 
workers :and providing 
medical exam information.

“The large, lighted bingo board at the 
front of the hall, on which players keep 
track of the numbers called, is almost 
-impossible to read from the back of this 
huge converted furniture store and 
?warehouse. 

“Seven. groups. play weekly at the 
hall, and all but two of them are 
association members. 

*“Phe association members, by virtue 
of the’ annual fee they ‘pay, partially 
‘own’ the Firemen’s Association hall, 
according to Gary Fantini, former 
treasurer of the Hollywood Heights 
Volunteer Fire Department, a bingo 
sponsor. 

“Jt is unclear to the commission 
whether or not these groups also pay 
rent to .the association for bingo 
sessions, and if so, how much, 

“Tn fact, it is unclear how much rent 
anyone pays there. All of the groups we 
spoke with told us a different story.”

‘““Bingo- providers are permitted to 
charge licensees a ‘reasonable’ amount 
. for renting facilities, on a more or less 
break-even basis. 

“[t appears the Madison County 
_Firemen’s Association may be doing a 

little more than ‘breaking even.” 

“Tt is hard to see how the practice of 
charging a percentage of a group's net 
profit is related to the payment of hall 
operation experses. 

“«also,-the association members pay 
4 yearly fee to the association in order 

“to keep up the hall. If they also pay rent 
when they play bingo, it is almost like 
being charged twice for the same ex- 


mse. 

‘The Madison County Firemen’s 
Association obviously makes a great 
“Gealeof money from providing bingo 


ce. 

“According to James Ray, hall 
manager, the Firemen’s Association 
< bingo proceeds are partially used to 
provide pensions for area volunteer 
firemen,” the commission pointed out.

It added that “many of the East St. 
Louis area licensees we spoke with 
were concerned that Missouri’s newly- 
begun local bingo program will 
eventually eat a big hole out of their 
crowd. 


“OQver-60 percent of the players at 


_(some of) these area halls are Missouri 


residents, we were told, and the loss of 
these players would devastate many of 
the Illinois games .held near the 
Missouri border. 

“Missouri's statute is similar to 
Mlinois'—the big draw would be the 
slightly higher legal prize limit of $3,600 
(compared to $3,400). 

“However, since fewer games per 
week are allowed at any one location in 
Missouri than are allowed in Illinois 
(where up to ten groups are based at a 
center), the crowd loss may be not as 
bad as expected. 

“Operators of large Downstate 
Illinois halls are keeping their fingers 
crossed that they do not lose their 
players, Missouri and Illinois residents 
alike. 

“Downstate bingo operators told the 
commission they are not yet sure what 
thiey will do to combat Missouri's new 
bingo program, and it may be in- 
teresting to see what kind of tactics 
these operators use in order to keep, 
and-or lure back, the potentially lost 
Madison County- bingo player.” 

In addition to the Nameoki Village 
and County Firemen’s bingo locations, 
the game is conducted at a number of 
other local buildings, each serving only 
one or two organizations. 

What is the obviously widespread 
lure of bingo? The commission explains 
it as follows: 

“Every colored chip placed on a 
numbered card brings someone closer 
to ‘Bingo!’ 

“Every number called, from one to 
75, brings someone closer to a little 
quick cash—sudden, unearned ‘wealth.’ 

“Under the five letters that spell 
BINGO, a number and then another 
number appear on a lighted board as 
the tension mounts. 

“In front of each player, bingo cards 
representing a $10 to $15 nightly wager 
are scanned carefully, as players wait 
for that 200-to-one chance for a return 
on their investment. 

“One more number is drawn from the 
box of ricocheting ping pong balls. ‘B- 
8,’ the caller says calmly. ‘Bingo!’ 
screeches a woman in the third row of 
eight-foot-long tables lining the large, 
brightly-lit room. 

“A floorwalker’ sprints to her side 
and checks her card against the lighted 
board. ‘It’s a good bingo,’ he says. She 
is awarded $100. r 

“An audible sigh comes up fromAhe 
other 200 or so players., Chips are 
dumped back into containers, 
cigarettes are lit, and comments are 
exchanged. 

“After a moment or so, all hands are 
poised over the cards again, waiting for 
the next game. Everyone is thinking, 
‘T’ll win this time.” 

“at the end of the night, a few go 
home richer; most go home poorer. 

“Some have won the cash they'll use 
for a new appliance or to buy extra 
bingo cards next time; some have lost 
$15 which might have been spent on 
food for the family. 

“Some charitable concerns may now 
have enough money to get by; some 
organized crime projects (in the 
Chicago area) may continue to thrive. 

“qt is a paradoxical situation, like 
most gambling. It is made up of wins 
and losses, payouts and profits and, in 
the case of bingo, charity and greed. 
It’s a grandmother’s game, it’s 
legalized gambling, and it’s very big 
business in Ilinois. 

“With more than $4.2 billion spent 
playing bingo every year in the U.S., 
‘Americans spend almost two-thirds as 


much annually on movies and records; 
they spend only one-seventh of that on 
the four most popular spectator sports 
put together—baseball, football, 
basketball and ice hockey. 
“Wherever it is legal, bingo is usually 
restricted to religious, charitable and 
other socially beneficial groups, which 


-net about 20 percent of the $4.2 billion— 


more than the United Way receives 
annually. 

“About one out of every five 
Americans has played bingo al one 
time. 

“Gambling expert John Scarne has 
called it the most predatory form of 
gambling; that is, it pays back to the 
players less and makes for its 
promoters more than any other 
gambling form. 

“But it is bingo’s simplicity which 
attracts the large crowd, not the odds. 

“Playing bingo takes no feats of 
mental skill. A player simply buys one 
or more cards on which randomly 
chosen numbers appear. A caller 
randomly selects numbers and players 
cover these with markers on their cards 
when they correspond. 

“he first player to cover numbers in 
a predetermined configuation wins the 
prize predetermined for that game. 

“Since 1971, the amount of money 
spent on the game in Illinois has in- 
creased annually, to over $120 million 
this year. Of that, the state gets to keep 
$6 million. 

“That is only what is reported to the 
state, Bingo is a cash business and, as 
such, is difficult to keep track of— 
difficult for the Illinois Department of 
Revenue, which administers bingo, and 
difficult for the licensees themselves. 

“with all this cash at hand, it is no 
wonder that some licensees may try to 
hang onto more of it than they are 
entitled to. And it is no wonder that the 
criminal element at times sees fit to try 
to get into this ‘easy money.” 

“We found that technical violations of 
the Bingo Act are occurring at large 
bingo halls or palaces, but that the real 
problem lies in the questionably eligible 
groups, which more often play at large 
halls than at small facilities. 

“We found ‘charitable’ groups which 
donate to no charity. We found groups 
which exist for no other reason than to 
make money from bingo. 

“Tn one case (not local), a group with 
many affiliates legally monopolizes the 
bingo dollar and conducts 10 games per 
week for the benefit of the same 
organization, thus circumventing the 
law that one organization may play 
bingo only once weekly. 

“Tilegal gambling tags have been a 
major source of difficulty for the DOR, 
and result in a gambling atmosphere 
which was not intended by the 
legislature when it legalized bingo 

“This atmosphere is also to be found 
in large halls, where hundreds of 
competing players gather—usually not 
to help a charitable cause, but to win 
money and nothing else. 

“We found evidence of organized 
crime involvement in two places: the 
now-closed Pinnacle, in Chicago 
Heights, and Brown's, reportedly in- 
volving the same figures as the Chicago 
Heights place. Other criminal types 
have tried to use bingo to make 
themselves quick cash. 

“We sought to examine the current 
bingo climate in Illinois, to compare it 
with the intent of the legislature, and to 
study the enforcement and regulatory 
efforts aimed at controlling it. 

“tn the course of our investigation, 
we discovered that bingo is a passion 
for thousands of Illinoisans—a passion 
which the players hope will convert to 
winnings, a passion charitable and 
other concerns hope will convert to help 
for their projects, and a passion some 
hope to convert to personal profit.”

felt it should have more time to com- 
plete its work. However, the circuit 
judges declined to extend the jury’s 
term. 

‘The jury responded by urging that its 
investigation be continued and ex- 
panded by the next grand jury, and 
asserted that it had insufficient time to 
do all that needs to be done. 

Its report asserted, “We strongly 
urge the court, should a similar 
situation arise in the future, to allow a 
grand jury to have a term of sufficient 
Iength—or provide for overlapping 
terms for a small number of jurors.” 

‘Weber said Thursday that the drug 
investigation will be continued by the 
next grand jury. 

‘The jury that concluded its duties last 
week focused on high schools and 
quoted one student as testifying that, on 
the average, he smokes marijuana once 
or twice a day on school property. 

The jury also warned that the 
problem is spreading to junior high 
schools and elementary schools. 

Tt said it discovered one drug pusher 
who is only 10 years old, and found 
instances of even younger children 
being enticed to use drugs. 

Is there a chance of success in 
fighting child drug use? The jury says 
headway can be made—through a 
tough stand and through wide public 
knowledge that drug laws are tobe fully 
enforced. 

Jurors summed up, “Through our 
investigation, we found that 70 to 90 
percent of all high school students used 
cannabis. 

“Student testimony indicated that, 
although it is rarely smoked. inside the 
school, it is commonly purchased and 
smoked in school parking lots, school 
smoking areas and around the school 
itself. 

“Our investigation slowed this down 


considerably and should be continued.” 

George Halsey, Edwardsville High 
School principal, said Friday the 
estimate of up to 45 percent of students 
having serious drug-related problems 
is ‘an incorrect figure.” 

While he thinks the situation is less 
severe than pictured, he said the in- 
vestigation has “helped the public 
realize the school itself cannot 
adequately rectify it.” Halsey urged a 
cooperative effort by parents, schools 
and law enforcement agencies. 

Although many persons volunteered 
information that was used in the in- 
vestigation, some families criticized 
what they regarded as arbitrary 
selectibn of certain students for 
questioning, saying those subpoenaed 
could become the target of public 
ridicule and also of violence by drug 
dealers. 

Weber said all individual rights are 
being safeguarded but that illegal drug 
use is not a constitutional right. 

One of the prosecutor’s goals at the 
start of the deliberations was to learn 
from drug abusers the names of people 
who distribute marijuana. An aide 
emphasized that “we're trying to get at 
the root of the problem.” 

‘Weber said the county eventually will 
“go into every high school.” Alton, 
Wood River, Edwardsville and 
Highland high school lockers have been 
checked thus far. 

The state’s attorney said, “We want 
the pushers, but we may charge un- 
cooperative users. 

“Students can tell us who the pushers 
are, go to jail for refusing to tell us, or 
be charged for using drugs.” 

That position remains unchanged, 


and Weber thinks the anti-drug effort’ 


should be continued—not only by 
subsequent grand juries but by future 
prosecutors, on a permanent basis.

“However, Illinois does create op 
portunities to meet with potential buyers. 
This is done through trade missions and 
shows and through catalog shows. 

“We led a delegation of four Illinois 
companies to the Hanover Fair last month. 
The world’s largest international trade 
show, it is held annually in West Germany. 

“The state made all the pre-show 
arrangements and paid part of the cost of 


-booth rental for each firm. The DCCA 


assisted the companies in making travel 
and shipping arrangements and also did a 
direct mail promotion to potential buyers 
prior to the show. The four firms amassed 
sales of more than $440,000 in eight days 
and developed 45 leads they predict will 
yield sales of nearly $10 million within the 
next 12 months.” 

‘A state-sponsored trip in November saw 
five firms attend a construction trade 
show in Saudi Arabia and then call on 
potential buyers in Cairo, Egypt. This trip 
yielded a projected $12 million in sales. 

In the past decade, more than 500 Illinois 
companies have participated in state- 
sponsored trade shows, with first-year 
sales projected at $300 million 

When companies that want to get into 
international trade cannot afford to send 
representatives overseas, the DCCA acts 
on their behalf. 

“Sometimes we display product 
catalogs at the trade shows we attend,” 
Fox notes. ‘Or we keep the catalogs on file 
in, our overseas offices in case we get 
inquiries from foreign firms wanting lo 
buy a certain product, or interested in 
licensing or distributorship agreements. 

“We also do catalog shows in a U.S. 
embassy or consulate. In March 1962, the 
Sao Paulo staff conducted such shows in 
Argentina, Paraguay and Uruguay. With 
63 companies represented, the shows 
generated more than a thousand requests 
for information. 

“Our current marketing plans em- 
phasize Eastern Europe and Latin 
America rather than the safe, well- 
traveled paths in Western Europe. We 
believe Latin America and the Warsaw 
Pact nations offer Illinoisans tremendous 
sales possibilities."” 

In the remainder of 1982 and early 1983, 
the state agency will participate in trade 
shows or lead trade missions to Colombia, 
Australia, Bulgaria and Thailand—an 
extraordinarily busy, diverse and wor- 
thwhile schedule.

“Jook-alike” drugs (these are highly 
concentrated doses of substances like 
caffeine, legal in themselves but designed 
to promote addiction). 

‘As Fahner has repeatedly argued, a 
county grand jury is virtually helpless 
against types of crime that transcend 
county lines — drugs, hazardous dumping, 
fraudulent mail-order businesses and so 
on. About all it can do is make the targeted 
crooks move out of range, which does little 
to stop them. 

Like an earlier measure that failed in 
the House by six votes, the bill for multi- 
county grand juries bristles with 
restrictions on their power. 

Such a jury could be created only after 
the attorney general satisfied the chief 
justice of the Supreme Court that it was 
needed. 

The chief justice then would appoint a 
circuit judge to oversee the investigation; 
that judge would select the jurors, nor- 
mally residents of the county where the 
grand jury sat. 

Finally, the juries’ investigative powers 
would be limited to narcotics violations, 
illegal dumping of hazardous wastes or 
consumer fraud. 

This bill has been painstakingly 
designed to meet all reasonable objections 
that local officials might have. There 
remain the unreasonable ones, which are 
based on plain fear of any change in the 
system no matter how safe or how ob- 
viously needed. 

Fahner may have found a way to make 
these nightmares fade by matching them 
against a grim and genuine reality, the 
drug problem. Let's hope so

Stoll said.

“The bottom line is to be 
pEepared,”” she said. 
‘Establish a written policy.” 

Tuition » tax credits,
